And 
because they use the Nikon bayonet mount, each and 
every AF Nikkor lens is fully compatible with all Nikon 
SLR cameras for smooth, precise manual focusing.

Focal length and picture angle 

These photos were taken from 
the same point. The image size is 
smallest with the 24mm lens; as 
the focal length increases, the 
size of the image gets larger. Fo¬ 
cal length also determines picture 
angle or the amount of the scene 
that will be included: the shorter 
the focal length, the wider the 
picture angle.

Perspective and depth of field 

These photos were taken from dif¬ 
ferent points to maintain the size 
of the main subject in the picture 
frame. They depict the changes in 
perspective as well as the effects 
of varied depths of field. With a 
wideangle lens there is greater 
depth of field so the entire scene 
is captured in sharp detail. With a 
telephoto lens there is narrow 
depth of field so only the main 
subject is in sharp focus arid the 
background comes out blurred. 13

AF operation with 
non-AF lenses 

Good news to owners of 
current non-AF Nikkor 
and Series E lenses who 
may want to use them 
with the Dual Autofocus 
Nikon N8008 or N2020. 
Just reach for the new and 
unique TC-16A Autofocus 
Converter*; it enables the 
camera to work in the auto¬ 



focus mode with more 
than 30 non-AF Nikkor 
and Series E lenses. Just 
refer to the list of compat¬ 
ible lenses below. The TC- 
16A works as a telecon¬ 
verter, too. It increases the 
focal length of compatible 
lenses by a factor of 1.6, 
accompanied by a proportional 
decrease in the aperture. 

*N4004 cannot be used with TC-16A.

The Nikon autofocus SLR system is designed based on the premise that any of its 
components, such as the N8008, N2020, N4004, AF Nikkor lenses, TC-16A Auto¬ 
focus Converter and Nikon accessories will be used integrally, with one another. 

AF Nikkor lenses electronically communicate all the necessary information 
required for perfect operation within current and future Nikon autofocus SLR 
systems. 

Nikon does not assume responsibility if malfunctions or damage occurs to 
the N8008, N2020 or N4004 when lenses and/or accessories of other makers 
are used with it. For these reasons, we recommend the use of AF Nikkor lenses 
and Nikon system accessories. 
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Compatible AF Nikkors with N400 4 built-in flash 

While all AF Nikkor lenses are compatible with the N4004 for great flash pictures, with 
either the built-in flash or an optional flash, the built-in flash is not recommended for 
some AF Nikkor lenses whose size or coverage angle may cast shadows on the scene. 
AF Nikkor lenses recommended for use with the built-in flash are as follows: 

AF Nikkor 

50mm f/1.4; 50mm f/1.8; 85mm f/1.8; 180mm f/2.8 ED-IF; 300mm f/4 ED-IF; 
24~50mm f/3.3—4.5 (focal length 35mm or longer); 28~85mm f/3.5—4.5 (focal 
length 35mm or longer); 35~70mm f/2.8; 35~70mm f/3.3 4.5; 35~105mm 
f/3.5—4.5; 35~135mm f/3.5—4.5; 70~210mm f/4—5.6; 80~200mm f/2.8 ED-IF; 
Micro 55mm f/2.8 

• Do not use a lens hood; it could cause slight vignetting. 

•AF 35~105mm f/3.5-4.5 and AF 35~135mm f/3.5-4.5 lenses cannot be used for macro focusing. 

Other lenses cannot be used if the focusing distance is shorter than the flash shooting range. 
•Vignetting may occur when shooting a subject located near the minimum focusing distance (1.5m) 
with an AF 35~135mm f/3.5-4.5 lens at 35mm focal length.
